COVID-19 

The City continues to exercise the precautions set up March 12th.  The Armory and Community 

Center/Library are closed to the public, City Hall remains open.  All meetings or events in the Armory, 

Community Center and parks through April 14th have been cancelled.  Other events beyond April 14th 

have been advised that the prohibition of events or gatherings may be in affect beyond the 14th.   

 

City staff will be visiting with utility customers that have past due accounts from the last 60 days and 

working with them to make arrangements or access assistance programs.   

 

All meetings at City Hall, other than City Council or Planning Commission meetings have been 

cancelled.  City Council and Planning Commission meetings will be conducted virtually until further 

notice.  Anyone interested in attending a City Council or Planning Commission meeting is encouraged 

to connect to the meeting online or by phone.  The Council Chambers will be available for those that 

are unable to access the meeting by phone or online.  Attendance in the City Council Chambers is 

limited to no more than 10 people.   

 

Everyone is encouraged to continue to follow Social Distancing requirements.  Anyone with questions 

about COVID-19 should call the Lane County Information line at (541)682-1380.  The line is open 

daily from 8:00 am to 8:00 pm.

Don’t Flush That 

With the COVID-19 virus responses more people are using disinfectant wipes to clean surfaces.  

Please be aware that even if wipes say they can be flushed – they cannot.  Please do not flush any kind 

of wipes.  Even the wipes identified as “flushable” create problems in the sewer system.  Wipes do not 

break down as toilet paper does and will get hung up on the inside of the pipes.  All wipes should be 

disposed of in the trash.   

 

Census 

The 2020 Census is still happening.  Staff and field work has been delayed because of the COVID-19 

virus but the count continues.  The Census has mailed the census information and everyone is 

encouraged to respond to the census online.  The more responses that are returned online the fewer 

visits that will need to be conducted.  It only takes a couple of minutes to complete the census online.

They have three locations where the meals can be picked up:  the 

High School, London and Dorena.  Children must be present to pick up the meals.

Lane Transit District Schedule 
Lane Transit District (LTD) will operate Saturday schedules on Route 98 and most other routes, 

Monday through Saturday, beginning Monday, March 23, 2020, until further notice. Sunday bus 

service stays the same. 

 

“Saturday-level bus service offers the community transit service, while reducing the potential exposure 

to the coronavirus to riders and our LTD bus operators and staff,” said Aurora Jackson, LTD’s general 

manager. “We care about our employees who come together to provide this valuable service, and about 

those in our community who rely on our service for essential needs. We encourage our community to 

follow the guidelines of our health officials and stay home when possible to reduce the spread of the 

coronavirus.”
